Unfortunately, the 
high cost of living these days can all too often 
make this goal an unattainable one. 

As a result, residents from all over Lake 
County are pitching in to make a difference in 
the lives of hard-working families. 

Habitat For Humanity Lake County 
(HFHLC), founded in 1989, is an organization 
of more than 5,000 individuals/200 churches, 
2,000 businesses and civic organizations. The 
group provides low income families with the 
opportunity to purchase interest-free afford- 
able homes, while eliminating poverty housing. 
But make no mistake about it, HFHLC is not 



looking for charity cases. The organization is 
just trying to help those who help themselves.

"There are a lot of people who work really 
hard and deserve a home," said director Julie 
Donovan. 

Since the program was implemented, 
HFHLC has built 44 homes. in Lake County, 
with seven more currently being constructed. 



"That's over 200 iives (that have been 
impacted)," added Donovan. "I've been in 
rooms where everyone's crying (tears of joy)." 

Although the not-for-profit group is focus- 
ing more on revitalizing Waukegan these days; 
they have also erected homes in Round Lake 
Beach, Zion and North Chicago. Residents 
from Libertyville, Wauconda and nearly every 
other Lake County community have pitched to 
help in one way or anotiier. 

According to Donovan, HFHLC applicants 
must demonstrate a need to improve housing, 
have the ability to pay a mortgage/show family 
stability and be a like County resident The 
average mortgage payment is about $400 a 
month, with homes costing about $75,000. 

Every home that has been built now has an 
appraised value of over $100,000, with one 
home having an estimated value of $123,900. 
Although the mortgage payments are interest- 
free, the families are just like other homeown-

When it comes to figuring out 
the cost of educating children in the 
Antioch Community Consolidated 
School Dist. 34, the Neumann 
Homes development doesn't add 
up. Not only does it not. add up, it is 
like a million-dollar-plus deficit. 

After the July 27 public hearing 
for Neumann Homes' revised devel- 
opment plan, resident Brent Gan- 
dolfi did some homework to calcu- 
late the costs of educating the addi- 
tional children who would be added 
to the school district as a result of the 
1,308-home development 

He purchased the demographic 
sheets from Ehlers Corp. in 
Naperville, an Illinois school con- 
sulting service. 

According to Neumann Homes, 
the 1,308 houses would sell for an av- 
erage cost of its houses would, be 
$210,000. Of those, 45 percent would 
be three-bedroom homes, 45 per 7 
cent would be four-bedroom homes, 
and 10. percent would be five-bed- 
room homes, 

Using Ehlers' formula to calcu- 
late the anticipated number of chil- 
dren, based on the number of bed- 
rooms in the home, Gandolfi calcu- 
lated that the development would 
add 319 children from the three- 
bedroom homes , at a rate of .542 
children per home; 488 children 
from the four-bedroom homes, at a 



rate of .828 children per home; and 
78 children from the five-bedroom 
homes , at a rate of .593 children 
per home. The total number of chil- 
dren added to the school district 
would be 885. 

Gandolfi said he received figures 
from Consolidated Dist. 34 thatit es- 
timates the cost to educate one stu- 
dent is $4,700 per year. According to 
Gandolfi, the tax calculation based 
on Dist, 34 uses a multiplier of 2.562 
with one third of the homes having 
an appraised value of $70,000 (from 
the appraiser's office). This gives a 
tax base of $1,793 per house based 
on $70,000 multiplied by 2.562. 
. ... Multiplying the number of 
homes in the proposed development 
by $1/793 in taxes per house gives the 
district' $2,345,244 in revenue. 

Multiplying the $4,700 per year it 
costs to educate a child by 885 chil- 
dren give a cost per year of 
$4,159,500. 

According to Gandolfi 's figures, 
the disparity is $1,814,256 per year. 
He added./'There is no considera- 
tion for construction included at all. 
That's another issue." 

He also points out that if the ac- 
tual number of children were to be 
10 percent higher than the estimate, 
the cost burden would be nearly a 
half million dollars more. If the aver- 
age price per house were 10 percent 
lower, the loss in revenue would be 
nearly one quarter of a million dol- 
lars.

strong nucleus of members who have been 
around for a long time," said Hausman. "This 
really helps us." 

He added, "This theater has been a good 
place to raise our families. It's good to teach 
our kids about volunteering in the communi- 
ty and to do something that is interesting for 
the community." 

Open auditions are held for every play. 
Members and non-members have the same 
opportunity to be selected for the various 
roles offered. "We extend an invitation to any-

In the spring of 1984, when Hausman was 
president, PM&L made the decision to buy 
the building it had been renting for $100 a 
month with no lease. 

Hausman had been concerned about the 
lack of lease and told the building's owners 
that the theater group would consider buying 
tlie building if it ever went up for sale. The 
owners came back to him with an offer to sell 
for $35,000. 

Hausman said, "We have constantly been 
renovating the building since that time." A 
boost was given to the group this year when 
Dolly Spiering left PM&L Theatre 25 percent of 
her sizable estate. "We were in good financial 
health before, but now we will have operating 
capital for as long as we may exist— hopefully 
more than another 40 years," he added. 

Spiering isn't the only resident who has sup- 
ported the theater. Season ticket sales account 
for about 40 percent of the house throughout 
the season. The 183-seat venue is usually 75 per- 
cent full, and musicals typically sell out. 

"We do quite well and get a lot of commu- 
nity support," commented Hausman. 

The support is attributed to offering a 
good product. "We have 12 active play direc- 
tors. Each year, six will direct and the others 
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will take the year off," he added. 

Directors are required to be part of the 
PM&L membership. Currently, there are 80 
full-time members, though Hausman said 
some are more active than others are. 

He said that the theater group is always 
looking for people to help with the behind- 
the-scenes aspects of play production includ- 
ing people to design lights and costumes, 
stage managers, sound system technicians 
and assistants to the directors. 

Recommendations come from the direc- 
tors about which plays to produce, as well as 
from outside suggestions. The second play for 
tliis year had initially been scheduled as "The 
Last Night of Ballyhoo" by Alfred Uhry, but had 
to be changed as it is being performed in Chica- 
go — PM&L Theatre is too close, geographically, 
to be able to perform the same play. 

Its replacement will be Patrick Dennis' 
"Curious Savage," a comedy of comeuppance 
about an older woman who is placed in a 
mental institution by her three stepchildren 
as they attempt to get their father's will mon- 
ey that was left to their stepmother instead of 
them. This play opens on Nov. 17. 

"We've had a lot of praise from people 
coming in and saying we are one of the best 
community theaters," said Hausman.

asked, " Where are you getting sewer and water, 
and where are the agreements?" .- 

The petitioner indicated that it wasn't nec- 
essary to have sewer and water in place until 
the final plat is presented, and that the devel- 
opment wouldn't be able to petition for inclu- 
sion into the special service area until the vil- 
lage approves the development plans. 

"The last development was just tabled be- 
cause of the sewer and water issues," said 
Binder.

would be contingent on approval of the pro- 
posed 1,308 homes on 634-acre Anest proper- 
ty. Should that proposal be denied, this annex- 
ation agreement would be void. 

Nonetheless, board members questioned 
whether it wasn't putting the cart before the 
horse to discuss annexing property that would 
be used, in part, as an entrance to a develop- 
ment that has not been approved. 

Callahan suggested that Neumann Homes 
would be happy to go ahead with its first pro- 
posal if the board was not inclined to annex the 
additional 55 acres of land to the developer. 

Director of planning and zoning Bob Sil- 
han took issue with the discussion moving 
away from the annexation of the 55 acres and 
said, "Excuse me, but what proposal are we dis- 
cussing?

A complaint 
has been filed by Otto Sprenger and the limit- 
ed liability company (LLC) Deercrest against 



the Village of Antioch, Lake County and Ken- 
neth Click over this special service area; Clark 
responded, "The 55 acres is already part of the 
special service area." 

Resident Gary Hook asked if homes would 
have to be condemned so Savage Rd. could be 
widened to allow for a boulevard. Trustee 
Wayne Foresta added a question of his own be- 
fore the first could be answered when he 
looked at Clark and asked if the developer 
would be looking for condemnation from the 
county or the village. Clark said, "No, they 
would be coming to us." 

Neither the village nor the developer 
seemed positive about whether the right of way 
is big enough to allow the widening without 
condemnation of a portion of the property 
along Savage Rd. Foresta commented, "But It 
doesn't need to be a boulevard to get back to 
private homes." 

While making his presentation, Callahan 
had indicated that as much as 50 percent of the 
property could be donated as a future school 
site. Resident Dale Brandt said, "I thought the 
school rejected the property donation." Calla- 
han's response was that the developer is still in 
discussions with the school over the matter. 

Clark concluded discussions when he re- 
quested a motion to continue the annexation 
hearing to a time when the fate of Neumann 
Homes' development proposal on the Anest 
property has been decided.

Common inferences Include juice or 
roids-ddesn't matter. They both spell ". 
out the chemical substance known as 
steroids, which are an ever-present problem in 
sports today, both on the professional as well as 
amateur levels. Even grade-school kids have 
found ways to get their hands on them. 

I had a good friend, a monster of a man, a 
body-builder who passed away at the ripe age 
of 25 because he felt he always needed to get 
'bigger' to keep up with die competition. Yes, 
lie used anabolic steroids. 

But forget about all of the long-term rami- 
fications for now. Steroids increase the blood 
pressure, heart rate, and that's what hap- 
pened to my friend. His heart exploded, thus, 
heart attack. Starting to get the picture! 

If it's not clear yet, come to the next 
Coaches Forum at The College of Lake County 
the evening of January 24 from 7-9 p.m. in the 
auditorium located in the C Wing. 

If it's anything like the First Annual Forum 
that took place not too long ago, quite the edu- 
cation in violence in sports and the use of drugs, 
particularly steroids and alcohol, awaits you! 

Elizabeth Huntley, a certified personal 
trainer at Condell Hospital's Centre Club, led 
the presentation on ATOD (Alcohol, Tobacco & 
Oilier DrugsJ.-particularly pertaining to steroids. 

The Forums are sponsored by the Lake 
County Prevention/InTouch Office, a partner- 
ship of CLC, Lake County Health Department 
& Community Health Center and the North- 
cm Illinois Council on Alcoholism & Sub- 
stance Abuse (NICASA), and coordinated by 
InTouch Prevention Specialist Mike H. Babicz. 

The use of anabolic steroids, which are the 
most commonly taken by athletes either orally 
or by injection to build muscle, might lead to 
breast and tissue development and, but can 
also lead to hair loss and possible infertility. 

While it hasn't been scientifically proven, 
self-reports have shown that 'rold rage' h*aT~ 
led to increased aggressive behavior and high- 
risk behavior, especially in adolescents; 

Athletes, teens in particular, simply enjoy 
what steroids do to them. It's kind of like a 
'rush' because roids increase the testosterone 
level. 

Huntley referred to it as 'compulsive re- 
liance.' A study revealed that 1.7 or more per- 
cent of eighth, 10th and 12thgraders have 
used steroids in past year. "Theyare very ac- 
cessible," said Huntley. "Athletes can obtain 
them from a variety of outside sources." 

CLC educator and former Chicago Bear 
Curtis Gentry, who was one of the panelists 
during the first forum, felt that steroids aren't 
really pushed because there isn't too much of- 
fered in the way of mandatory weight training. 

But doesn't that leave more margin for er- 
ror because the respective athlete is now on 
ihe-ir own and more susceptible to seek assis- 
tance from an outside source because they are 
not monitored-i.e. steroids? Bottom line-you 
have to catch and/or stop it early! 

The obvious symptoms include increased 
muscle size and a decrease in body fat. Some- 
one who has been using steroids might begin 
seeing adverse affects such as a greasy appear- 
ance to the skin and hair loss. 

My friend, a.k.a. Conan, didn't get a 
chance to see any of that. It was a 'catch 22' 
because he wasn't missing much!

As Moser leaped out of the carafter the 
race, his excitement was apparent as he 
thanked the fans, his crew, his family and just 
about everyone else for their support over those 
10 years. 

The win was that much more special be- 
cause it came on his son AJ.'s fifth birthday. 

"It was cool to win a race, theweight is off 
of my shoulders," said Moser. "It was especial- 
ly cool to win the race on my son's birthday. 
That's all I can ask for." 

It's an interesting story how Moser got in- 
volved in racing. 

When he was seven, Moser was hanging 
around with a bad crowd and contemplating 
doing some bad things when stock car driver 
Jack Ester, who had just moved in to his neigh- 
borhood, pulled up in a pick-up with his stock 
car behind it. . 

"When I saw that car I took off on my bike," 
said Ester. "And everyday after that I was always 
working on the car in some respect And that's 
how I first got involved in racing." 

In 1982, Moser began working as a tow 
tntckdriver and corner worker at Wilmot, a po- 
sition he held until 1992. 

But in 1990 Moser actually began racing af- 
ter he bought his first sprint car. 

A sprint car is just a motor, chassis, rear end 
and wing that typically weighs between 1,200 
and 1,500 pounds. It has a 410 cubic inch en- 
gine that runs on alcohol to produce between 
800 and B20 horsepower. 

"That first car was kind of a clunker," said 
Moser. "But it built my 'little empire of racing.'-" 

While Moser isn't in it for the money, he 
knows that the one thing he needs to keep rac- 
ing is sponsorship. 

It's also an interestingstory how Moser ap- 
proaches his sponsors. 

"I tell them to think back to the first time

Wins and success aside, Moser's favorite 
part of racing is giving back to fans, especially 
kids. 

Moser makes several appearances with his 



car every year including the Kenosha Achieve- 
ment Centers Handicapped Baseball League. 

"When I was called by their director to 
make an appearance, she asked me how much 
my appearance fee was,"said Moser. "And that 
really [ticked] me off that other drivers before 
me have charged money for an appearance." 

It was because of these appearances that 
Moser was awarded the RayToft Dedication to 
Motorsports Award in January at the Wilmot 
Awards Banquet. It was strange that despite 
the fact that Moser didn't race in 1999, he 
made more appearances than any other dri- 
ver. 

"I love giving back to the fans," said Moser. 
"The best thing to see is their enthusiasm and 
participation." 

Next up for Moser is to continue racing. He

From canoes to large boats, a 
fleet breezed by the shoreline on the 
Fox River. 

On a Chamber of Commerce 
day in mid-September, Lt. Gov. Cor- 
rine Wood informed local environ- 
mental groups of a proposed federal 
and state initiative to make sure the 
Fox River and. Chain 0' Lakes and 
larger Illinois River basin remain a vi- 
able place to take such boat rides 
and many other benefits, Wood was 
in Lake and McHenry counties to 
promote Illinois Rivers 2020, a long- 
term arid comprehensive view of an 
area where 90 percent of the state's 
population reside. Wood is chairman 
of the: Illinois River Coordinating 
Council. 

The long-range plan would help 
Fox River and the Chain, whose sum- 
mer season got off to a slow start due 
to high water rules. 

"I saw McHenry County and 
Nippersink Creek arid its remander- 
ing. It is not just silutatiori, we have 
to look at slowing down the flow so 
wetlands can absorb excess rains," 
Wood said. 

Wood is encouraged by the sup- 
port Illinois Rivers 2020 has received. 
"We have the support in Congress 
from all 20 Congressmen and the 
two U.S. Senators. There are so many 



different groups supporting us and 
250 mayors. We have organizations 
representing conservation, agricul- 
ture arid the environment We have 
trie Sierra Club and The Illinois Farm 
Bureau on the same side, as well'as 
community and grassroots groups 
such as Friends of the Fox," Wood 
said- 
Wood encouraged .'municipal 
and Fox Waterway Agency (FWA) of- 
ficials who organized the Wood visit,-: 
which climaxed at a new McHenry 
, restaurant. McHenry County Com 
servatibriDist. and Fox River Ecosys- 
tem Partnership support the Illinois 
Rivers 2020 effort. 

Wood said she is optimistic for 
federal arid later state support, "We 
hope to have three years of funding. 
-J think you will see results by the 
third year," Wood said. 
- ' Ingrid Enriquez, executive direc- 
tor of the FWA, declared the "Fox Riv- 
er and Chain O' Lakes are great 
places to live and play. Look at the 
boaters' faces, smiling as they come 
out here. The pioneers used the wa- 
terway and small towns were built 
around them and grew into mega 
cities," Enriquez said. 

Tlie watershed is 26,000 square 
miles on more than 10 million acres

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Groundbreaking set for 
University Center Sept. 26 



Illinois higher education will break new 
ground Sept. 26 with a ceremony that will 
launch the University Center of Lake County. 

Confirmed speakers at the 11 a.m. 
groundbreaking on the campus of the Col- 
lege of Lake County include Lt. Gov. 
Corinne Wood. Gov. George Ryan was also 
invited but is unable to attend because of 
the demands of his schedule. 

The University Center will offer bac- 
calaureate completion and graduate programs 
from a dozen public and private colleges and 
universities. It is targeted primarily at adult stu- 
dents wishing to upgrade skills and complete 
degrees to improve job prospects. The center, 
estimated to cost $22 million to build and 
equip, is expected to open in the fall 2002. It is 
being constructed through a partnership of 



state and county funding. The University Cen- 
ter operations budget will be funded through 
state appropriations. 

In addition to Lt. Gov. Corinne Wood sev- 
eral other speakers have been invited: 

• U.S. Representative John Porter, who was 
responsible for securing federal grants for the 
project. His chief of staff will attend the cere- 
mony to read a letter from the Congressman. 

• State Senator William Peterson and State 
Representative Andrea Moore, whose districts 
encompass the University Center site on the 
College of Lake County campus. They and oth- 
ers in the Lake County legislative delegation 
have been instrumental in winning approval of 
the University Center and funding for the pro- 
ject.

Not a black and 
white issue 

Rumor has it the County Board members who have shown 
opposition to the "back-door" zoning changes proposed 
for an affordable housing ordinance in unincorporated 
Lake County are being labeled as anti-race and anti- 
mixed neighborhood. 

It has also been noted that no words were spoken in regard 
to race, color or creed during discussions of the ordinance at 
public hearings held by the county's Zoning Board of Appeals. 

It is a shame tiiat accusations of racism always seem to 
pop up when politicians can't get their own way. We've seen it 
happen at every level of government, from the locals all the 
way to the feds. 

In a democracy, the people hold the ruling power directly 
or through elected representatives such as our County Board 
members.

urprise! Suburbanites-nave less travel time and are able 
to spend more time at 1 home than central city residents. 
So says Siim Soot, outgoing director of the Urban 

'Transportation Centerof Chicago. Soot says his research 
counters widely-voiced theories that sprawl causes longer 
commutes, robbing families of time together. The urbanologist 
attributes sprawl to general population growth, the desire for 
home ownership and the availability of new houses. 

Easy access to a new home sound a little like our town?You 
bet. When you're stuck on roads like Routes 22, 60, 120, 137 and 
Grand Ave. — the popular east-west corridors — Soot's findings 
might come as little comfort. But he discovered that on the av- 
erage residents of sprawl areas— that's us— have more than 10 
minutes less travel time than Chicago core area residents. 
Score another point for the outer suburbs. 

The "decentralization" of Chicago has been going on a long 
time, according to Soot, showing it's greatest surge in die 1920s 
when communities like Libertyville, Mundelein, Deerfield and 
Grayslake shook off their rural image and became bedrooms 
for commuters. Two things slowed the outward migration from 
the central city, the Depression and World War II. 

Think what you like, sprawl isn't a dirty word to everyone. 



Political views with science tone 



John Steinke has retired from 
teaching, but he hasn't retired 
from his life-long study of poli- 
tics. 
After three decades at College of 
Lake County where he headed the 
political science department for 
many years, the Lindenhurst resi- 
dent and native of Wisconsin is en- 
joying his leisure time, connecting 
with family and recuperating from 
heart surgery last May. 

. Steinke was that rarity in acade- 
mia. He viewed politics through a 
conservative, Republican prism. But 
the bespectacled teacher with a live- 
ly sense of humor never let personal 
political preferences get in the way 
of his professional analysis. Regard- 
ing Lake County politics and politi- 
cians, Steinke frequently unleashed 
his harshest criticism against Re- 
publican office holders. This result- 
ed in endless sputtering by GOP 
partisans and unbridled glee on 
Steinke's part. 

With less than two months to go 
to election day, Steinke sees Repub- 
lican history and Bush family history 
repeating itself. "Remember how Re- 
publicans waited fervently for 
George Sr. to take off the gloves in 
1992 and come out swinging? 
George W. has to reinvent his cam- 
paign— in a hurry— or history is go- 
ing to repeat," Steinke exclaimed. At 
mid-September, Illinois is drifting 
toward Vice President Gore, in die 
opinion of the retired prof. 

In a display of his trademark 
caustic wit, Steinke inserted a political 
truism: "Democrats don't win presi- , 
dential elections. Republicans lose." 

Steinke ticked off 10 states head- 
ed by Illinois and Wisconsin that will 
determine the outcome of the 2000 
presidential election. Others are 
Ohio, Michigan, Pennsylvania, Mis- 
souri, Georgia, Florida, Oregon and 
Washington. He said it's no secret 
why Vice President Gore has been 
practically living in Chicago the past 
several months. The voluable schol- 
ar talked politics the same day Al 
Gore appeared on the Oprah Show. 

Gov. George Bush has squan- 
dered a comfortable summer lead, 
in Steinke's opinion, by fiddling too 
much with Social Security policy. 
"There's a definite uncertainty on 
the part of senior citizens of what a 
President Bush would do." Steinke 
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is convinced that Bush is overstating 
tax cutting as a priority Steinke 
pointed out that a tax cut would 
tend to encourage inflation and is 
basically opposed by Federal Re- 
serve Chief Alan Greenspan. Then 
Steinke introduced a patented 
"Steinkeism," little known political 
intelligence. "George Bush Sr. still 
blames Greenspan for his defeat in 
'92. The family will never get over 
that. They still think tax cutting is 
the way to go when a majority of 
Americans would rather see debt re- 
duction. Times are too good to make 
a tax cut meaningful." The gospel 
according to Steinke. 

Illinois— and Lake County 
women— like Gore's stand on edu- 
cation and abortion. Steinke's files 
show how Lake County and subur- 
ban women voted in droves on 
those two issues for a Democratic 
ticket in 1992 that shot Carol Mose- 
ly-Braun with meager experience 



and a highly questionable character 
into the U.S. Senate and national 
recognition as the first black woman 
elected to the upper Chamber. "Sub-, 
urban women, the soccer moms 
and working mothers, are unpre- 
dictable," Steinke added ruefully. 

If Illinois goes Gore In Novem- 
ber and Gore makes the White 
House, Illinois will maintain its rep- 
utation as a bellwhether state. The 
political scientist remarked that Illi- 
nois has a 95 percent success record 
in the last century on the winning 
side in presidential elections. The 
only misses were in 1916 on Wilson 
(Hughes lost) and 1976 when Illinois 
backed Ford (Carter won). Ohio has 
an identical record, although differ- 
entyears. Both states are bested by 
Missouri, according to Steinke, with 
one miss in a 100 years. That's why 
the three states are on the list of 10 
deciding states! 

John loves to collect political 
slogans. In 1944, the Republicans 
chanted, "Win the War Quicker with 
Dewey and Bricker," Steinke re- 
called. Bricker was the governor of 
Ohio. They were bested by Roosevelt 
and a little-known Missouri senator, 
Harry Truman, for vice president. 

Asked about a prediction, our fa- 
vorite political scientist didn't shy 
away. "Hillary Clinton will win New 
York 

Why? Because of the heavy Jew- 
ish vote." 

Steinke will be checked back for 
the political pulse in October. He's ■ 
never at a loss for words— or facts. 




Firestone-creates a firestorm on safety 



I was walking in Gurnee Mills and 
met up with Robert and Arlene 
Maze, of Waukegan, who 
tweaked me saying that I could- 
n't buy anything there "because 
nothing is affordable," alluding to 
the subject of one of my columns. 
We laughed about that, and then I 
asked Bob how his health was doing 
because he was suffering from a ma- 
jor illness. 

Bob said that he was making a 
lot of improvement in his health, 
and he was looking forward to the 
day that he would be strong enough 
to drive up north for a vacation. 
"Now, I've got another worry," he 
said. "I have Firestone tires on my 
car." When he told me that his tires 
weren't on a sports utility-type car, I 
said that he probably shouldn't 
needlessly worry and especially, as a 
senior, he said that he doesn't speed 
recklessly. 

Now that It has been revealed . 
that many lives have been lost and 
certain models of the Firestone tire, 
built during a certain period, were a 
factor, a wide focus has been put on 
tire safety. I remember that it was a 
few years ago when one of the 
Chicago networkTV stations high- 
lighted that some Firestone tires 
were shredding to pieces. It is unfor- 
tunate, indeed, that when such reve- 
lations are made, corporations first 
go into denial, then they generate a- 
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cover-up scheme. When all of that 
fails, they sometimes come forward 
with an open apology, as if that will 
make everything all right again. 

It was reported that most of the 
tires were made at a Decatur plant 
here in Illinois when the regular 
workers were on strike and the com- 
pany was using replacement work- 
ers. When I served in the legislature, 
much was said that the hiring of re- 
placement workers during strike pe- 
riods was a dangerous practice that 
was replacing quality work with in- 
ferior work. Doesn't it just make 
common sense that when you re- 
place an experienced and trained 
employee with someone "off the 
street," the quality of product suf- 
fers? And when that product is 
something like an automobile tire or 
vehicle parts, doesn't that mean the 
result can be dangerous and affect 
consumer safety? 

During the publicity about the 
Firestone tires, it has been alleged 
that the Ford Motor Company 
should share some of the blame be- 



cause they were recommending 
very low tire pressures for their Ex- 
plorer vehicles. Those who alleged it 
said that Ford was doing it to com- 
pensate for a design flaw, and dri- 
ving with low pressure tires made 
the vehicles safer. 

When I read that Congress 
would investigate the unsafe tire 
problem, I thought that It is surely 
about time, but there is even a 
greater need to investigate the safety 
of sports utility, and similar, vehi- 
cles. There seems to be an inordi- 
nate amount of rollovers with sports 
utility vehicles, and that should mer- 
it serious investigation. 

When a truck and anr automo- 
bile collide, it's usually the car that 
gets the worst of it, given the weight 
of the truck and the front end of the 
truck so much higher than the car. 
That's bad enough and we may not 
be able to correct that. But when 
you have virtually the same result 
when two passenger vehicles col- 
lide, one a sports utility vehicle and 
the other an ordinary sized car, I 
would think that we must demand 
some changes be made to save lives. 
And, if it's true that passengers in 
sports utility vehicles are more 
prone to become victims in rollover 
accidents, we must demand 
changes to save lives there, too.

Or, an aggressive player (as in ice hockey) 
known for rough play and fighting. 

And the Chicago Enforcers' logo is a silver 
and blue fist ramming through a black "C." 

How charming! Whatever happened to 
nice sports nicknames, like the Bears, the 
Bulls, the Black Hawks, the.White Sox and the 
lackluster but lovable Cubbies? 

The Enforcers, to be coached by Bears , 
Hall-of-Fame linebacker Dick Butkus, will be- 
gin play (or commit mayhem) next February 
at Soldier Field in the new XFL (Extreme Foot- 
ball League). 

"The nickname, Enforcers," said a team 
official, "is what this city is all about." 

Oh, swell! just what Chicago needs, more 
violence. 

In fact, most of the teams in the new 
league have adopted rather nasty and threat- 
ening nicknames: the San Jose Demons, 
Memphis Maniax, Orlando Rage, Birming- 
ham Thunderbolts, Los Angeles Xtreme.Las 
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Vegas Outlaws and New York-New Jersey 
(oops, here it is again) Hitmen. 

The new league labels itself, "Football 
with an attitude." (Don't you hate people who 
assume an attitude? Don't you wish they 
would just get a life and let you alone?) 

A memorable quote from Butkus, that 
big, old teddy bear, was this partly tongue-in- 
cheek comment: "When I played pro football, 
I never set out to hurt anybody deliberately— 
unless it was, you know, important, like a 
league game or something." 

The XFL is a joint venture of the NBC 
broadcasting network and the World 
Wrestling Federation, a sport as phony as a 
Bill Clinton three-dollar bill. 

The practice of nicknaming sports teams 
has taken an uncomfortable turn. The old- 
fashioned way was to name them after ani- 
mals, both ferocious and friendly; after birds, 
both big and little; and birds of various colors. 



Teams were named after cowboys and In- 
dians, saints and devils, all kinds of canines 
and every cat in the jungle. But now the trend 
is toward human violence, as if that will at- . 
tract the fans. 

Arguably, the bruising game of football 
has replaced dear old baseball as our national 
pastime. Anthropologist Mary McGrory says, 
"Baseball is what we were, football is what we 
have become." 

Most of our Lakeland area high 
schools have good-old-fashioned mas- 
cots: Rams, Mustangs, Blue Devils, 
Panthers, Wildcats, Bulldogs and, in 
Lake Zurich, the Bears. 

Two of my favorite sports nicknames be- 
long to Illinois high school teams. At Hoope- 
ston in vermilion County, the "Sweet Corn 
Capital of the World," kids in the area used to 
get up at3 a.m. to go out and pick corn before 
they went to school. The kids called it corn- 
jerking and their sports teams became the 
Cornjerkers. 

In Cobdeni It's the Appleknockers be- 
cause almost every kid in town has worked in 
the orchards thinning apples, knocking some 
off the trees so others can get bigger. 

Ah, for the good old days, when sports 
were wholesome and played mostly just for 
fun. 
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Many years ago, when cars had the old-- 
style bumpers, there were regulations that the 
height of the bumpers had to be standard- 
ized. That meant that when two cars collided, 
it was bumper colliding with bumper, and the 
threat of serious injury or death was lessened 
because of the regulation. 

I know that we can't go back to the old 
bumpers, but we can change designs to make 
vehicles safer. There is one major problem 
that makes the likelihood of that happening 
very remote. The automobile manufacturers 
are a huge lobby in Washington. They con- 



tribute heavily to politicians. They don't want 
regulation. 

We will never be able to calculate accu- 
rately how many lives have been lost in motor 
vehicle accidents because of unsafe cars or 
faulty tires. Yes, most accidents occur because 
of driver error, but when you add a defective 
vehicle with driver error, the result can be 
more tragic. 

During wartime and after, many car own- 
ers were forced to buy the synthetic retreads; 
and, yes, there were blowouts and the shred- 
ding of tires. But, drivers knew that they didn't 



have the best grade of tire so they were more 
cautious, and they didn't drive on superhigh- 
ways where 70 miles per hour is the average 
speed. " 

We are in the 21st century. Manufactur- 
ers have all of the latest research at their dis- 
posal to make strong, safe tires and build 
the safest automobiles, They must be held 
accountable. It is a sad fact that the only 
way that they will change is when the fami- 
lies of victims take them to court. The man- 
ufacturers just don't realize that it is more 
economical to do it right the first time, with- 
out cutting corners. And congressmen 
would learn that we will save a lot of lives by 
demanding safety designs in motor vehicles. 
The tire tragedies should be a wake-up call 
so that other lives may be saved in the fu- 
ture.

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Abbott gains FDA approval for HIY treatment

Abbott Laboratories announced it re- 
ceived accelerated U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) approval to market its anti- 
retroviral, Kaletra™ (lopinavir/ritonavir) (pro- 
nounced Kuh-LEE-Tra), formerly known as 
ABT-378/r, for the treatment of HIV infection 
in adults and children six months and older in 
combination with odier antiretroviral medica- 
tions. The approval of Kaletra follows exten- 
sive work by Abbott scientists to design a pro- 
tease inhibitor for patients who are new to, as 
well as those experienced with, HIV therapy. 

For serious illnesses where patients need 
access to new medications, the FDA allows ac- 
celerated approval based on data from ongo- 
ing studies. Accelerated approval of Kaletra is 
based on the response of viral load (amount of 
vims in the blood) measurements and CD4 
cell count, both surrogate markers, from a 24- 
week controlled Phase III clinical trial and ad- 
ditional smaller open-label studies of 72 weeks 
in duration. The 72-week studies were de- 
signed to evaluate different doses of Kaletra 
and had no comparator groups. At present, 
there are no results from controlled trials eval- 
uating the effect of Kaletra on die progression 
HIV. Full approval is granted based on review 
of additional safety and efficacy data from 
Phase III clinical trails. 

Kaletra will be available in capsule and liq- 
uid formulations in pharmacies nationwide 
within the next week. Kaletra is the only pro- 
tease inhibitor approved for use in children as 
young as six months. Regulatory submissions 
outside the United States have already begun 
and will continue through the remainder of 
the year. 
Phase III Clinical Trial Results 

In the first reported double-blind, ongoing 
pivotal clinical trial comparing two protease 
inhibitors in 653 patients hew to antiretroviral 
therap (study M98-863), Kaletra in combina- 
tion with stavudine (d4T) and lamivudine 



(3TC) reduced the HIV RNA, or viral load to 
below detectable levels less than 400 
copies/mL) in 79 percent of patients com- 
pared to 70 percent of patients on the combi- 
nation of nelfinavir, d4T and 3TC. This differ- 
ence between the Kaletra and nelFmavir treat- 
ment groups was statistically significant. 
These data were evaluated using an intent-to- 
treat (ITT) analysis, which captures data on all 
study participants, including those who left 
the study early for any reason and were con- 
sidered treatment failures. Through 24 weeks, 
only two percent of patients discontinued 
from each treatment group due to study drug- 
related side effects. The total discontinuation 
rate was 14 percent for die Kaletra treatment 
group and 12 percent for the nelfinavir treat- 
ment group. 

An additional analysis conducted on data 
from the Phase III study comparing Kaletra to 
nelfinavir included patients who remained on 
treatment (OT). OT analysis captures data for 
patients who remained on treatment and had 
results at a particular timepoint, therefore re- 
sults from OT analysis are typically higher 
than results from ITT analysis. Using the OT 
analysis, at 24 weeks, 92 percent of patients 
taking the Kaletra regiment were suppressed 
to below detectable levels (less than 400 
copies/mL) compared to 81 percent of pa- 
tients taking the nelfinavir regimen. 

"This study is supported by promising 
data we've seen in additional open-label clini- 
cal trials among patients new and experienced 
with HIV therapy," said Joel E. GalJant, M.D., 
M.P.H., associate professor of medicine and 
director of die Moore HIV Clinic at Johns Hop- 
kins University School of Medicine. "Because 
of impressive antiviral response, Kaletra may 
prove to be an important addition to our HIV- 
drug arsenal."

Consumers are being inundated with ad- 
vertisments touting the benefits of Lasik eye 
surgery — the newest procedure to correct re- 
fractive vision problems. At the same time, 
the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) has . 
been receiving an increasing number of com- 
plaints about complications associated with 
this elective surgery and to a lesser degree, 
about the lack of advertising disclosures 
about the attendant risks. 

Since the laser used in Lasik eye surgery 
was approved in 1995 by the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA), laser eye cen- 
ters and surgeons have sprouted up na- 
tionwide to cash in on the trend. There are 
more than 900centers today, compared 
with 300 in 1996. All are working to attract 
their share of the more thanl.5 million 



eyes expected to have refractive laser eye 
surgery this year, up from 105,000 eyes in 
1996. Five years from now; surgeons are 
expected to perform laser surgery on more 
than 3 million eyes.

Cooking. The mixture of aromas and 
tastes- Most people enjoy the results. Many 
people enjoy the creating. 

The residents of Assisted Living at The 
Village at Victory Lakes, Lindenhurst, are no 
exception. But in assisted living people don't 
have many opportunities to cook. They enjoy 
the luxury of having three delicious meals 
prepared and served to them. They enjoy not 
having to worry about what to fix for dinner.

MEYERS 
ON MORTGAGES

Q. I just lost the home of my dreams. My wife 
and I were going to buy an existing home. We got 
a commitment letter from the mortgage compa- 
ny. But, when the closing arrived, the mortgage 
company told us that we were. rejected. The 
house was sold to someone else and we even lost 
our earnest money. Who do we blame? 
Ourselves, the attorney, the Realtor, the mortgage 
company? 

A. If you in fact had a bonafide commitment 
from the mortgage company, you should not 
have been rejected at # closing, because the com- 
mitment letter in fact says that you are approved. 
If this is accurate, you may well have been 
defrauded. Complaints of this type should be 
made to the Illinois Commissioner of Banks and 
Real Estate at 312-793-1611. 

If you were represented by an attorney, he 
(she) should have protected your interests. If not, 
you need to take some of the responsibility for 
the problem. Personally, though I have been in 
real estate for over 30 years, I never would buy a 
home without an attorney, checking the contract 
and being there at closing. 

Q. I have an ARM mortgage that is currently at 
8 percent. Two years ago tt was at 6 percent and 
has risen a point at each opportunity. It has a ceil- 
ing at 1 1 percent I am afraid that each August it 
will rise a point regardless of the market. If it 
does, I can no longer make my monthly pay- 
ments. I guess an option would be refinance to a 
fixed rate to remain near that 8 percent. I know 
nothing about doing that. Would it entail making 
a down payment? Is it just like buying a new 
home? I got an ARM in the first place, because 
we did not put any money down and did "sweat 
equity." I have no money for a down payment' 
but I have lived here for three years and have 
some equity in the home. 

Ai-This is a good time to consider refinancing, 
to a fixed rate or mortgage, said Diane Latz, vice, 
president and secretary of Hoyne Savings Bank? 
"A lot of oiir customers are going to a fixed 
rate now, because interest rates are in the 8 per- 
cent category for 30 years and fixed payments for 
a longer time," Latz said. 

Refinancing is much the same as getting the 
original mortgage. You still must have an 
appraisal, a credit report, and make a formal 
application. However, the financial institution 
will be able to do the bulk of the work for you, 
Latz said. 

Hoyne charges mortgage applicants $250 for 
an. appraisal and about $43 for a credit report, 
Latz said. Other costs she cited included $12.50 
for a flood zone determination, a $250 loan pro- 
cessing fee, and title fees which vary with the 
loan amount. 

If you have less than 20 percent equity in your 
home, you will be required to get Private 
Mortgage Insurance or PMI. Latz suggests that if 
you are close to the 20 percent figure you might 
want to find a way to come up with the extra 
money at closing. This will reduce your monthly 
costs. 

A note from Gary: If you have enough sweat 
equity in your home, it could significantly add 
the value of your home — enough to increase the 
equity to the point that you no longer need PMI.

A landscape is more than grass 



Summer is a time when we naturally turn 
to the outdoors to enjoy nature. It's also a 
time when, as homeowners, we become 
more involved with outdoor projects like 
gardening and landscaping. While hunched 
over the annuals or pushing the mower, it is 
easy to overlook the trees in the yard. The 
most common misconception is that trees 
lake care of themselves. The truth is that 
trees in yards across America are removed 
from their natural forest environments. 
Growing in an unnatural setting, they could 
use our help to survive and flourish. The 
National Arborist Association identifies the 
following key practices for optimal tree 
health. 

Fertilization : Simply because you fertil- 
ized your yard does not mean you fertilized 
your trees. When trees require extra nutri- 
tion, they should be fertilized in specific 
ways to assure they receive the maximum 
benefit from the treatment. Over-fertilizing 
can create tree health problems, so the need 
for fertilization should be determined by 
measuring annual growth, checking visual 
symptoms, and chemically analyzing the 
soil or tree leaves. Timing of fertilization is 
important in some cases to avoid a late flush 
ofgrowth before winter. 

Watering : Once established, trees gener- 
ally don't need regular watering. However, 
they may need extra water in long dry spells. 
Newly planted trees should receive regular 
watering for the first few years. Be careful, 
too much water can be just as harmful as 
not enough. 

Pruning : Trees are pruned for various 
reasons, but proper pruning is a tree health 
treatment in most cases. Removing dead or 
dying branches discourages the spread of 



decay or insect infestations, removes safety 
hazards, and improves the tree's appear- 
ance. Proper pruning can also help prevent 
storm damage. In contrast, by topping and 
lion's tailing, while sometimes touted as ■ 
ways to "make trees safe", actually cause se- 
vere and permanent damage to the tree. 

Mulching ; A 2-to 4-inch mulch layer over 
the tree's root system has many benefits. It 
protects the base of the tree from mower 
damage arid reduces competition with turf 
or weeds. Mulch tends to stabilize soil tem- 
peratures and increase the soil's water hold- 
ing capacity, which translates into less wa- 
tering. Finally, mulch can increase soil mi- 
crobial activity and loosen the soil, which 
can reduce the need for aeration and fertil- 
ization. In short, mulch emulates the tree's 
natural habitat. Mulch can be applied at al- 
most any time of the year, but avoid times 
when the ground is frozen. Get rid of 
weeds and turf before you apply the mulch 
and make sure it doesn't touch the trunk of 
the tree, otherwise it creates a favorable 
environment for harmful insects and dis- 
ease. Avoid over-mulching because exces- 
sive mulch can smother the tree's root sys- 
tem. 

Check your tree : You may be able to carry 
out most tree maintenance yourself, espe- 
cially for small trees, but it is best to have a 
professional arborist evaluate their needs 
first. Remember, a tree is a living thing and 
its health and stability change over time. , 

Homeowners who believe their trees may 
not be thriving should consult a professional 
arborist that will be able to suggest treat- 
ments.

So, whether you hire a professional to win- 
terize your home or plan to do it yourself, 
keep the following checklist in mind.

1. Roof, Gutters and Downspouts 

Gutters and downspouts should be cleaned 
in mid-fall and double-checked before winter. 
The next time it rains heavily, put on your 
coat arid boots and step out into the yard 
to observe how well the gutters are work- 
ing. If they aren't flowing properly, they 
may need cleaning, realignment or re- 
placement by a gutter-cleaning specialist.

Buy a snow shovel before you need it, and 

stock up on ice-melter and sand foryour 
walkway and driveway. Batteries and portable 
propane stoves can be invaluable in the event 
of a power outage.

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Personalizing your resume

■When Microsoft Windows was first re- 
leased to the marketplace, I was managing a 
recruiting department for a computer service 
consulting company. As with any new technol- 
ogy, there was a strong demand for people who 
had experience with this product In »m at- 
tempt to identify people who had these skills, I 
put an ad in the local newspapers. The.banner ' 
of the ad read "Do you have Windows Experi- 
ence?" 

Although we received several qualified re- 
sponses, we received two resumes from win- 
dow glaziers. For those of you who aren't fa- 
miliar with the art of glazing, a glazier is the 
person who puts the glass in your window 
frames. Few window glaziers have the Mi- 
crosoft Windows experience we sought. 

We all had a good laugh about the situa- j 
tion. However, when we analyzed the underied 
results of our ad we discovered two truths. 
Firstly, we need to make the banner as clear as 
possible in the future. The second truth is the 



one we need to discuss. That truth is that: find- 
ing out exactly what skills and experience your 
future employer is seeking is important in the 
process of getting the job you want. 

Gathering information 

The first step in the process is to gather the 
information about the company and the job 
they are filling. As'the earlier illustration 
demonstrates, reading the ad thoroughly 
would be a good start. However,,! also suggest 
going to the companies web site (the address is 
usually somewhere in the ad). Many of these 
sites have information about the company and 
current job openings. Another good idea is to 
talk to everyone you know who works for the 
company. In this research you are looking for 
ideas on what skills the employer is looking for ' 
related to the specific job you desire. In addi- 
tion, you wilt want to know what skills, experi- 
ence and personal qualities that company de- 
sires in all employees. For example, some com- 
panies are more interested in people who have 
experience in their specific industry. Other, 
companies maybe partial to candidates who

"Early on, parents need to communicate 
who's in charge of the household, and that can 
be done many ways," said Turben.

Tills is truly a great help In the firing process as 
employers can now feel that they are receiving reliable informa- 
tion prior to hire. The employer giving out the information must 
have documented hack-up in employee files in the event any Infor- 
mation given may be contested. I was amused that you staled that 
although you were laic for work all the time, you always managed 
to stay later to make up the difference. In doing so, you were mosl 
likely putting your boss In a bad position with his other employees 
who did show up to work on time. So gelling to the crux of your 
problem, I have lo tell you lhai If you have a poor at tendance 
record following you, be up front about It when interviewing.

windows, and oak staircase. 

Fort Sheridan was established as Camp 
Highwood by the U.S. Congress in 1688 and 
soon after renamed Fort Sheridan for the se- 
nior General Officer of the U.S. Army, General 
Philip Sheridan. General Sheridan's national 
service and move to bring order to the city of 
Chicago after the great fire of 1871, are de- 
serving of the honor. 

Today Fort Sheridan is home to over 1 00 
families and when completed will have 551 ;

We also meet Liv (Gwyneth Pal- 
trow, the director's daughter), a 
slightly spacey, naive and sweet Las 
Vegas showgirl. Liv has just lost her 
mother. Her long-lost father, Ricky 
Dean (Huey Lewis), is an itinerant 
"Karaoke-husder." He has no roots

The third mis-matched couple 
consists of Suzl Loomis (Maria Bel- 
lo), and Billy Harmon (Scott Speed- 
man). Suzl is a sexy cynic Her 
stock-in-trade is her mouth, used 
for singing, and for performing fa- 
vors that get her everything from an 
automobile paint job to the execu- 
tive suite in a hotel.

As promising as all these inter- 
twined tales might be, they fall as 
flat as a tone-deaf Elvis imperson- 

. ator. Not having the time or space 



to fully develop six characters, the 
writer and director give us only the 
first eight bars of their lives, and 
then wrap it up as quickly and glibly ■ 
as a late-night TV ad for a "best or 
music collection. 

Given that Huey Lewis is the 
only "real" singer in the cast, the 
musical performances are credi- 
ble, if not overwhelming. The visu- 
als work well j as the scenes are set 
to authentically re-create the re- 
gional variations in the Karaoke 
world. 

For an interesting cast particu- 
larly Andre Braugher and Paul Gia- 
matti, I give it one popcorn box. For 
capturing the sense of the milieu, I 
give it one more. It misses out on 
the remaining possible three boxes 
by failing to hit any high notes. 



The Cell 

Visually, "The CelTjs complete- 
ly engulfing. There are scenes in the

The Keith Ryan Scholarship Fund bears the name of a 
courageous sportscaster, coach and gentleman. 
Keith spent nearly a quarter of a century promoting 
local sports in the Lake County area. 
A true, local sports talent and communicator, Keith's 
enthusiasm for life was contagious to aU he touched, 
A broadcasting career for Keith began at age 16 when 
he was hired by his brother-in-law for a non-paying 
night disc jockey job at WBUT in Butler, Pa,

From there, Keith moved on to positions at WLEU in Erie, 
Pa. and KLOU in Lake Charles, La. Beginning in 1955, Keith 
worked two years as the afternoon disc jockey at WHOT in 
Youngstown, Ohio. Stopping briefly in Nashville, Tenn. at 
WKDA, Cincinnati, Ohio at WLKYand in Maine at WSME, Keith 
came to his adopted home, Lake County, at WKRS 1220 AM in 
Waukegan in 1964. 

Following 1 1 years of being the "voice" of Lake County sports 
on WKRS, Keith left radio for a position with the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority (RTA). In 1981, the RTA position was elimi- 
nated due to cutbacks. That proved good news for Lake County 
sports. 

Keith came aboard at then U.S. Cable of Lake County as the 
Star Channel's first sportscaster. Pioneering cable television tele- 
casts of high school sports, Keith was instrumental in bringing 
area athletics to a new level. As part of his duties at U.S. Cable, 
Keith hosted the Sports Talk program. Within that format, Keith 



-interviewed local sports personalities as well as national celebri- 
ties. 

On Feb. 23, 1989, following the 1st Annual Keith Ryan 
Scholarship Fund and Sports Banquet dinner, Keith lost a 15- 
month- long bout with cancer. At the first dinner, Keith was 
the featured honoree. Nearly every Lake County high school 
awarded Keith "honorary" school varsity letters for his work 
with area athletics. 

The first dinner in May, 1988, instituted the annual $1,000 
scholarship award. The award is presented to a Lake County 
High School graduate interested in pursuing a career in media 
or communications fields. The scholarship is available to a stu- 
dent attending the College of Lake County. 

Besides his on-mike and on-camera work with athletics, Kei- 
th was a football coach at Our Lady of HumOity Catholic Grade 
School in Zion for manyyears. 

Keith's love for athletics and his legacy continue to live on. 

On April 29, 1989, Keith was posthumously inducted into the 
Illinois Basketball Coaches Hall of Fame at Illinois State Univer- 
sity in Normal as a media contributor. 

An avid golfer, Keith enjoyed getting out on area links as of- 
ten as his schedule permitted. 

The love of athletics and life which were exemplified in 
Keith's life continues with his legacy being passed on through 
the Keith Ryan Scholarship Fund. To date, a dozen young 
people from Lake County have been assisted by Keith's schol- 
arship. 

This ensures that the spirit of Keith and his love for athlet- 
ics, as well as securing its place in Lake County, lives on.

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n any discussion of Lake County high school girls' basketball, the 
name Lisa Foss immediately comes to mind. 



A 1966 graduate of Lake Zurich High School, Lisa 
is Lake County's all-time leading scorer with 2088 
points (1983-86). That point total ranks her 11th 
on the State of Illinois' all-time list. In her senior 
year, she led the state in scoring with an average 
of 34.3 points per game, andher 994 points that 
season is the fourth most points ever scored in a 
single year. Her 56 points scored against Marian 
Central is the most points ever scored in a single 
game by a Lake County player. She is the all-time 
leading scorer in Northwest Suburban League his- 
tory, where she was a unanimous first team all- 
conference selection in 1984-86, and the unani- 
mous conference MVP in 1986, She was also a 
unanimous three-time All-Lake County selection 
from 1984-86. In the 1985-86 season, she was 
named among the top five players in the Chicago 
area by the Chicago Sun-Times and the Chicago 
Tribune and finished in the top three in voting for 
Ms. Basketball in the State of Illinois. In addition, 
she was named First Team All-State by the Sun- 
Times, Tribune, Rockford Journal Star and Cham- 
paign News-Gazette. Also in 1986, Lisa was 
named Honorable Mention All-America by Con- 
verse and USA Today and was selected to play in 
the Prairie State Games (1985, too). As a tribute to 
her outstanding high school career, her jersey #10 
has been retired by Lake Zurich High School. In 
the spring of 1986, she signed a national letter Of 
intent to continue her basketball career at North- 
ern Illinois University. 



At NIU, Lisa became the niost prolific scorer 
in Huskie cage history (maje or female) with 2500 
career points.

She is currently a nationally known motiva- 
tional speaker, a personal trainer and runs her Lisa 
Foss basketball camps.
